Jersey, JE2 3QL, Channel Islands, registered with the Jersey Registrar of 
Limited Partnerships under number 1079 (“Triton Fund III F&F L.P.”), 

(Triton Fund III L.P, Triton Fund III Executives L.P, Triton Lund III 
F&F No. 2 L.P., Triton Fund III F&F No. 3 L.P., Triton Fund III F&F No. 4 
L.P., Triton Fund III F&F G L.P., Triton Fund III No.2 L.P, Triton Fund III G 
L.P. and Triton Lund III F&F L.P. being hereinafter collectively referred to as 
the “Shareholders”), 

hereby all represented by Ms Monika Horvath, residing professionally in 
Luxembourg, 

by virtue of a proxy under private seal given by each Shareholder dated 
December 15, 2016. 

The said proxies, signed by the proxyholder and the undersigned notary, 
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shall be annexed to the present deed for the purpose of registration. 

The Shareholders have requested the undersigned notary to record that 
the Shareholders are all the shareholders of Servus LuxCo S.a r.l., a societe a 
responsabilite limitee governed by the laws of Luxembourg, having a share 
capital of twelve thousand four hundred eighty-nine euro (EUR 12,489.-), with 
registered office at 2C, rue Albert Borschette, L-1246 Luxembourg, Grand 
Duchy of Luxembourg, incorporated following a deed of Maitre Jean-Joseph 
Wagner, notary then residing in Sanem, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, dated 
23 December 2008, published in the Memorial C, Recueil des Societes et 
Associations dated 29 January 2009 number 198 and registered with the 
Luxembourg Register of Commerce and Companies under number B 143911 
(the "Company"). The articles of association of the Company have for the last 
time been amended following a deed of the undersigned notary dated 19 
December 2014, published in the Memorial C, Recueil des Societes et 
Associations dated 13 March 2015 number 701. 

The Shareholders, represented as above mentioned, having recognised to 
be duly and fully informed of the resolutions to be taken on the basis of the 
following agenda: 

AGENDA 

1. To approve the buy-back by the Company of one thousand one 
hundred (1,100) class H shares held by the shareholders of the Company and to 
authorise the Company’s managers to determine the purchase price for such 
shares. 

2 . Further to the approval of the buy-back of the one thousand one 
hundred (1,100) class H shares by the Company, to acknowledge that the 
Company holds one thousand one hundred (1,100) class H shares, with a 
nominal value of one euro cent (EUR 0.01) each. 

3 . To decrease the issued capital of the Company by an amount of 
eleven euro (EUR 11.-) so as to reduce it from its current amount of twelve 
thousand four hundred eighty-nine euro (EUR 12,489.-) to twelve thousand 
four hundred seventy-eight euro (EUR 12,478.-) by cancellation of one 
thousand one hundred (1,100) class H shares, having a nominal value of one 
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euro cent (EUR 0.01) each. 

4. To amend article 5, paragraph 1, as well as article 22 and article 
23, paragraph 3 of the articles of association of the Company so as to reflect 
the foregoing items of the agenda. 

5. To confer all and any power to the managers of the Company in 
order to implement the above.

FIRST RESOLUTION 

The Shareholders resolved to approve the buy-back by the Company of 
one thousand one hundred (1,100) class H shares held by the Shareholders and 
to authorise the Company’s managers to determine the purchase price for such 
shares. 

SECOND RESOLUTION 

Further to the approval of the buy-back of the one thousand one hundred 
(1,100) class H shares by the Company, to acknowledge that the Company 
holds one thousand one hundred (1,100) class H shares, with a nominal value 
of one euro cent (EUR 0.01) each. 

THIRD RESOLUTION 

The Shareholders resolved to decrease the issued capital of the Company 
by an amount of eleven euro (EUR 11.-) so as to reduce it from its current 
amount of twelve thousand four hundred eighty-nine euro (EUR 12,489) to 
twelve thousand four hundred seventy-eight euro (EUR 12,478.-) by 
cancellation of all of the one thousand one hundred (1,100) class H shares, 
having a nominal value of one euro cent (EUR 0.01) each. 

FOURTH RESOLUTION 

The Shareholders resolved to amend the first paragraph of article 5, as 
well as article 22 and the third paragraph of article 23 of the articles of 
association of the Company as a result of the foregoing resolutions. 

The first paragraph of article 5 shall henceforth read as follows: 

“ Art. 5. Issued capital 
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The issued capital of the Company is set at twelve thousand four hundred 
seventy-eighty euro (EUR 12,478.-) represented by one million two hundred 
forty thousand one hundred (1,240,100) ordinary shares (the “Ordinary 
shares”), one thousand one hundred (1,100) class A shares (the Class A 
shares)’, one thousand one hundred (1,100) class B shares (the Class B 

shares)’, one thousand one hundred (1,100) class C shares (the Class C 

shares)', one thousand one hundred (1,100) class D shares (the Class D 

shares)', one thousand one hundred (1,100) class E shares (the Class E 

shares)’, one thousand one hundred (1,100) class F shares (the Class F shares)’ 
and one thousand one hundred (1,100) class G shares (the Class G shares)', 
altogether referred to as the Shares'.' Each issued share has a nominal value of 
one cent (EUR 0.01) and is fully paid up.” 

Article 22 shall henceforth read as follows: 

“ Art. 22. Appropriation of profits. 

From the annual net profits of the Company, as determined on the basis 
of applicable Luxembourg accounting rules, at least five per cent (5%) shall 
each year be allocated to the reserve required by law (the Legal Reserve)’. That 
allocation to the Legal Reserve will cease to be required as soon and as long as 
such Legal Reserve amounts to ten per cent (10%) of the issued capital of the 
Company. 

After the allocations to the Legal Reserve, the single shareholder or, as 
the case may be, the general meeting of shareholders shall determine how the 
remainder of the annual net profits will be disposed of. It may allocate the 
whole or part of the remainder to a reserve or to a provision, to carry it 
forward to the next following financial year or to distribute it, together with 
carried forward profits, distributable reserves or share premium, to the 
shareholders. 

In any year in which the Company resolves to make dividend 
distributions, drawn from net profits and available reserves derived from 
retained earnings, including any share premium, the amount allocated to this 
effect shall be distributed in the following order of priority: 

- First, the holders of Ordinary shares shall be entitled to receive 
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dividend distributions with respect to such year in an amount of seven point 
five per cent (7.5%) of the nominal value of the Ordinary shares, then, 

- the holders of A shares shall be entitled to receive dividend distributions 
with respect to such year in an amount of seven per cent (7%) of the nominal 
value of the Class A shares, then, 

- the holders of Class B shares shall be entitled to receive dividend 
distributions with respect to such year in an amount of six point five per cent 
(6.5%) of the nominal value of the Class B shares, then, 

- the holders of Class C shares shall be entitled to receive dividend 
distributions with respect to such year in an amount of six per cent (6%) of the 
nominal value of the Class C shares, then, 

- the holders of Class D shares shall be entitled to receive dividend 
distributions with respect to such year in an amount of five point five per cent 
(5.5%) of the nominal value of the Class D shares, then, 

- the holders of Class E shares shall be entitled to receive dividend 
distributions with respect to such year in an amount of five per cent (5%) of the 
nominal value of the Class E shares, then, 

- the holders of Class F shares shall be entitled to receive dividend 
distributions with respect to such year in an amount of four point five per cent 
(4.5%>) of the nominal value of the Class F shares, then, 

- the holders of Class G shares shall be entitled to receive dividend 
distributions with respect to such year in an amount being the higher of (i) four 
per cent (4%) of the nominal value of the Class G shares or (ii) all the 
remainder of the net profits and of the available reserves derived from retained 
earnings (once all distributions on the other classes of shares have been made) 
to be distributed among the holders of Class G shares, based on their 
respective shareholding in the Class G shares. 

Should no class G shares be in issue or should all the Class G shares 
have been cancelled following their repurchase or otherwise at the time of the 
relevant distribution, the holders of shares forming the then last outstanding 
class of shares, in reverse alphabetical order, shall be entitled to receive the 
higher of (i) its respective percentage, as indicated in this article 22, or (ii) all 
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the remainder of the net profits and of the available reserves derived from 
retained earnings (once all distributions on the other classes of shares have 
been made), to be distributed among its holders and based on their respective 
shareholding in the class of shares concerned. For the avoidance of doubt, 
such provision is applicable to all the classes of shares which are still in issue 
at the time of the relevant distribution. 

Subject to the conditions set by the Laws and in compliance with the 
foregoing provisions, the Manager(s) or, as the case may be, the Board of 
Managers may pay out an advance payment on dividends to the shareholders. 
The Manager(s) or, as the case may be, the Board of Managers determine(s) 
the amount and the date of payment of any such advance payment. ” 

The third paragraph of article 23 shall henceforth read as follows 

“In case of liquidation, all assets and cash of the Company shall be 
applied in the following order of priority: 

(i) first, the creditors (whether by payment or the making of reasonable 
provision for payment thereof) of all the Company's debts and liabilities; 

(ii) second, the payment of liquidation proceeds to holders of Ordinary 
shares, Class A shares, Class B shares, Class C shares, Class D shares, Class 
E shares, Class F shares and Class G shares, to the extent and in consideration 
of such classes of shares which are still in issue at the time of the liquidation, 
according to the rules of priority and proportions set in article 22 for the 
appropriation of profits. ” 

FIFTH RESOLUTION 

The Shareholders resolved to confer all and any powers to the managers 
of the Company in order to implement the above resolutions. 

Each manager of the Company is notably entitled and authorised to make 
the reimbursement of capital to the Shareholders by payments in cash or in 
kind, to set the date and other formalities of such payment and to do all other 
things necessary and useful in relation to the above resolutions. 

EXPENSES 

The expenses, costs, fees and charges of any kind which shall be borne 
by the Company as a result of the present deed are estimated at two thousand 
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one hundred euro (EUR 2,100.-). 

The undersigned notary who understands and speaks English, states 
herewith that on request of the above appearing parties, the present deed is 
worded in English followed by a French version; on request of the same 
appearing parties and in case of divergences between the English and the 
French texts, the English text will prevail.

DEUXIEME RESOLUTION

une valeur nominale d’un centime d’euro (EUR 0,01). 

TROISIEME RESOLUTION

QUATRIEME RESOLUTION

(les « parts sociales de Categorie B »), mille cent (1.100) parts sociales de 
categorie C (les « parts sociales de Categorie C »), mille cent (1.100) parts 
sociales de categorie D (les « parts sociales de Categorie D »), mille cent 
(1.100) parts sociales de categorie E (les « parts sociales de Categorie E »), 
mille cent (1.100) parts sociales de categorie F (les « parts sociales de 
Categorie F ») et mille cent (1.100) parts sociales de categorie G (les « parts 
sociales de Categorie G »), ensemble les « parts sociales ». Chaque part 
sociale a une valeur nominale d’un centime d’euro (EUR 0,01) et est 
integralement liberee. » 

L’ article 22 aura dorenavant la teneur suivante : 

« Art. 22. Affectation des benefices. 

Sur les benefices nets annuels de la Societe, determines selon les regies 
comptables luxembourgeoises applicables, il sera preleve an moins cinq pour 
cent (5%) destines a la constitution de la reseme legale (la « Reserve 
Legale »). Ce prelevement cesse d'etre obligatoire lorsque et aussi longtemps 
que la Reseme Legale atteindra dix pour cent (10%) du capital social emis. 

Apres Vaffectation a la Reseme Legale, Tassocie unique ou Tassemblee 
generate des associes, selon le cas, decide de la repartition du solde des 
benefices annuels nets. Elle peut decider de verser la totalite ou une partie du 
solde a un compte de reserves ou de provisions, de le reporter a nouveau ou de 
le distribuer, ensemble avec les benefices reportes, les reserves distribuables 
ou les primes d'emission, aux associes comme dividendes. 

Chaque annee ou la Societe decide de proceder a des distributions de 
dividendes, a partir des benefices nets et des reserves disponibles issues de 
benefices non distribues, incluant toute prime d'emission, le montant 
attribuable a cet effet sera distribue suivant I'ordre de priorite suivant:

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virgule cinq pour cent (7,5 %>) de la valeur nominale de lews parts sociales 
Ordinaires, ensuite, 

- les proprietaires de Categorie A auront droit pour chaque annee 
concernee a une distribution de dividendes egale a sept pour cent (7 %>) de la 
valeur nominale de lews parts sociales de Categorie A, ensuite, 

- les proprietaires de parts sociales de Categorie B auront droit pour 
chaque annee concernee a une distribution de dividendes egale a six virgule 
cinq pour cent (6,5 %) de la valeur nominale de lews parts sociales de 
Categorie B, ensuite, 

- les proprietaires de parts sociales de Categorie C auront droit pour 
chaque annee concernee a une distribution de dividendes egale a six pour cent 
(6 %) de la valeur nominale de lews parts sociales de Categorie C, ensuite, 

- les proprietaires de parts sociales de Categorie D auront droit pour 
chaque annee concernee a une distribution de dividendes egale a cinq virgule 
cinq pour cent (5,5 %) de la valeur nominale de lews parts sociales de 
Categorie D, ensuite, 

- les proprietaires de parts sociales de Categorie E auront droit pour 
chaque annee concernee a une distribution de dividendes egale a cinq pour 
cent (5 %) de la valeur nominale de lews parts sociales de Categorie E, 
ensuite, 

- les proprietaires de parts sociales de Categorie F auront droit pour 
chaque annee concernee a une distribution de dividendes egale a quatre 
virgule cinq pour cent (4,5 %) de la valeur nominale de lews parts sociales de 
Categorie F, ensuite, 

- les proprietaires de parts sociales de Categorie G auront droit de 
percevoir pour chaque annee concernee, une distribution de dividendes 
correspondant an montant le plus eleve entre (i) quatre pour cent (4%) de la 
valeur nominale de lews parts sociales de Categorie G ou (ii) I'integralite du 
solde des benefices nets et reserves disponibles issues de benefices non 
distribues (des lors que toutes les distributions de dividendes dues au titre des 
autres categories de parts sociales ont etc realisees), a etre distribue entre les 
detenteurs de parts sociales de Categorie G sur base de lew detention 
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respective de parts sociales de Categorie G. 

Dans I'hypothese ou aucune part sociale de Categorie G ne serait emise 
ou que toutes les parts sociales de Categorie G viendraient a etre annulees 
suite a leur rachat ou autrement au jour de la distribution consideree, les 
proprietaires de parts sociales alors en circulation formant la derniere 
categorie de parts sociales emises, dans Vordre alphabetique inverse, auront 
droit de percevoir le plus eleve de (i) soit de leur pourcentage respectif tel 
qu ’indique dans cet article 22, ou (ii) a I’integralite du solde des benefices nets 
et reserves disponibles (des lors que toutes les distributions de dividendes dues 
au titre des autres categories de parts sociales ont etc realisees) a etre 
distribue entre les detenteurs sur base de leur detention respective dans la 
categorie de parts sociales concernee. Afim de supprimer toute doute, cette 
disposition est applicable a toutes les categories de parts sociales encore 
emises au moment de la distribution concernee. 

Le ou les Gerant(s) ou, selon le cas, le Conseil de Gerance peuvent 
proceder a un versement d'acomptes sur dividendes aux associes dans les 
conditions jixees par la Loi et conformement aux dispositions qui precedent. Le 
ou les Gerant(s) ou, selon le cas, le Conseil de Gerance determinent le montant 
et la date de paiement de ces acomptes. » 

Le troisieme alinea de Particle 23 aura dorenavant la teneur suivante : 

« En cas de liquidation, tous les actifs et liquidites de la Societe seront 
verses dans Vordre de priorite suivant: 

(i) en premier lieu, a tous les creanciers (soit au moyen de paiements soit 
au moyens de provisions raisonnablement determinees en vue de tels 
paiements) apparaissant au passif de la Societe; 

(ii) en second lieu, au titre de paiement du boni de liquidation du aux 
proprietaires de parts sociales de Categorie A, de parts sociales de Categorie 
B, de parts sociales de Categorie C, de parts sociales de Categorie D, de parts 
sociales de Categorie E, de parts sociales de Categorie F et de parts sociales 
de Categorie G dans la mesure et eu egard aux categories de parts sociales qui 
seraient alors en circulation au moment de la liquidation, suivant les regies de 
priorite et les proportions prevues a Varticle 22 pour la repartition des 
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profits. » 

CINQUIEME RESOLUTION 

Les Associes ont decide de conferer tous les pouvoirs aux gerants de la 
Societe pour mettre en oeuvre les resolutions prises ci-dessus. 

Chaque gerant de la Societe est notamment mandate et autorise a 
rembourser le capital aux Associes par paiement en especes ou en nature, a 
fixer la date et toute autre modalite de ces paiements, et a prendre toute autre 
mesure necessaire et utile en relation avec les resolutions prises ci-dessus.
